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Grain  prices  followed  a  mixed  trend  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  1967 
calendar  year.  Wheat,  grain  sorghum  and  flaxseed  advanced  while  corn,  oats 
and  soybeans  declined.  Most  grain  prices  in  April  were  above  a  year  ago  with 
the  exception  of  soybeans.  Stocks  of  feed  grains  on  April  1  were  10  percent 
less  than  last  year.  Wheat  stocks  were  the  smallest  since  1952  while  soybeans 
stocks  were  22  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 

WHEAT  . . .  prices  advanced  in  the  January-March  quarter  reflecting  in  part 
the  deteriorating  prospects  for  the  1967  winter  wheat  crop.  However,  around 
April  12,  prices  dropped  sharply  to  around  the  January  level  following  general 
rains  over  much  of  the  drought- stricken  areas.  Prices  for  the  first  three 
weeks  of  April  at  the  principal  terminals  ranged  from  6$   above  a  year  ago  for 
high  protein  wheat  to  27j^  higher  for  durum  wheat.  The  average  for  all  markets 
was  13j^  per  bushel  above  a  year  ago.  Stocks  of  wheat  in  all  positions  on 
April  1  totaled  703  million  bushels  --  214  million  less  than  a  year  ago.  Of 
the  total  stocks,  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  owned  147  million  bushels  as 
against  450  million  a  year  earlier.  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour,  July  through 
March,  totaled  583  million  --  36  million  below  the  same  months  last  season. 
Canadian  stocks  of  wheat  on  March  31  amounted  to  847  million  bushels,  an 
increase  of  nearly  100  million  from  a  year  ago.  Wheat  exports  from  United 
States,  Canada,  Argentina  and  Australia,  July  through  March,  totaled  around 
1,240  million  bushels  --a  drop  of  160  million  from  the  same  months  of  a  year 
earlier. 

RYE  . . .  prices  held  about  steady  during  the  January-March  quarter  but 
dropped  around  5^  per  bushel  in  April.  Despite  the  drop,  April  prices  of  rye 
at  Minneapolis  were  slightly  above  a  year  earlier.  Rye  stocks  of  24.3  million 
were  slightly  below  last  year  but  the  second  largest  since  1944.  Of  the  total 
stocks,  CCC  owned  7.5  million  bushels  as  against  4.7  million  a  year  earlier. 
Exports  of  rye,  July  through  March,  totaled  3.0  million  --  well  above  the  1.7 
million  exported  last  season.   Consumption  of  rye  for  alcohol  at  3.4  million 
bushels  and  milling  for  flour  at  4.0  million  were  both  slightly  above  last 
year.  The  quantity  remaining  for  feed  at  7.9  million  for  the  first  three 
quarters  was  about  the  same  as  for  a  year  earlier. 

CORN  . . .  prices  at  the  farm,  January  through  March,  averaged  13j^  per 
bushel  above  last  year  due  in  part  to  the  larger  number  of  livestock  and  the 
smaller  supplies.  Market  prices  declined  slightly  in  April  and  for  the  first 
three  weeks  averaged  5j^  per  bushel  above  a  year  earlier.  Stocks  of  corn  in 
all  positions  on  April  1  totaled  2.7  billion  bushels,  a  drop  of  159  million 
from  a  year  ago.  Of  the  total  stocks  this  year,  CCC  owned  173  million  bushels 
as  against  440  million  a  year  earlier.  Disappearance  of  corn  the  first  six 
months  of  the  season  at  2,240  million  bushels  was  128  million  below  last  year. 
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Exports  the  first  half  of  the  season  totaled  252  million  a  drop  of  106  million^^ 

below  the  first  half  last  season.  About  100  million  bushels  of  corn  were  used  for^P 
wet  milling  or  slightly  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Corn  remaining  for  feed  totaled 
1,810  million  bushels,  a  drop  of  21  million  from  last  season.  Animal  units  for 
1966-67  are  estimated  at  173.4  million  compared  with  166.0  million  for  1965-66. 
Feeding  of  corn  per  animal  unit  totaled  10.4  bushels  the  first  half  of  this  season 
as  against  11.0  last  year. 

OATS  . . .  prices  at  the  farm,  January  through  March,  averaged  3i   per  bushel 
above  a  year  earlier  due  in  part  to  the  smaller  supplies.  Disappearance  of  oats, 
mainly  for  feed,  July  through  March,  totaled  675  million  bushels  --5  million 
more  than  the  same  period  last  year.  Exports  of  15  million  the  first  nine  months 
compare  with  24  million  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.   Canadian  stocks  of  oats 
on  March  31  totaled  236  million  as  against  247  million  last  year. 

BARLEY  ...  prices  held  fairly  steady  the  first  four  months  of  the  calendar 
year.  Malting  barley  weakened  slightly  in  April  and  averaged  a  little  below  last 
year.  During  April,  barley  prices  averaged  6^  above  a  year  ago  at  California 
terminals  but  were  5^  below  in  the  Pacific  Northwest.  Barley  stocks  in  all 
positions  on  April  1  totaled  206  million  bushels  as  against  193  million  a  year 
earlier.  Disappearance  of  292  million  bushels,  July  through  March,  was  6  million 
less  than  last  year  due  to  smaller  exports.  Exports,  the  first  nine  months 
totaled  30  million  as  against  52  million  a  year  earlier.  Around  183  million 
bushels  of  barley  were  fed  the  first  nine  months  compared  with  168  million  last 
season.  Stocks  of  Canadian  barley,  March  31,  totaled  256  million  --  64  million 
more  than  a  year  ago. 

GRAIN  SORGHUM  . . .  prices  at  the  farm  for  the  first  three  months  of  1967 
averaged  15^  per  cwt.  above  a  year  ago  reflecting  the  smaller  supplies.  Market 
prices  in  April  averaged  21j2f  per  cwt.  above  April  1966.  Stocks  of  297  million 
cwt.  (530  million  bushels)  in  all  positions  on  April  1  were  109  million,  or  27 
percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Of  the  total  stocks,  CCC  owned  141  million 
cwt.,  a  drop  of  90  million  from  last  year.  Record  exports  of  77  million  cwt. 
compare  with  69  million  a  year  earlier.  The  quantity  remaining  for  feed  at  245 
million  cwt.  was  30  million  more  than  for  the  same  months  of  1965-66. 

SOYBEAN  . . .  prices  declined  l<f,   per  bushel  during  the  January-April  period 
reflecting  large  supplies  and  only  moderate  export  and  domestic  demand.  Prices 
in  April  averaged  around  9^  per  bushel  below  April  1966.  Stocks  of  46O  million 
on  April  1  were  22  percent  above  the  376  million  in  store  a  year  earlier.   Crush-, 
ings  of  319  million,  September  through  March,  compare  with  316  million  crushed 
the  same  period  last  year.  Exports  of  163  million  were  slightly  below  a  year 
earlier.  By  the  end  of  March,  farmers  had  118  million  bushels  of  1966-crop 
soybeans  under  price  support  as  against  45  million  a  year  earlier. 

FLAXSEED  . . .  prices  advanced  slightly  during  the  past  three  months  and  in 
April  averaged  4^  per  bushel  above  a  year  earlier.  Stocks  of  flaxseed  on  April  1 
totaled  19.0  million  bushels  as  against  26.6  million  a  year  earlier.  Exports  of 
flaxseed,  July  through  March,  at  4.7  million  were  somewhat  above  the  3.3  million 
exported  last  season.   Crushings  of  flaxseed  totaled  14.9  million  as  against  16. 6 
million  a  year  earlier.  Only  1.7  million  bushels  of  flaxseed  remained  under 
price  support  on  March  31  compared  with  10.5  million  a  year  earlier.
